If a Tebetan 
girl should be lost or taken from 
hom e, the bracelet will buy her 
food and shelter and a horse to 
bring her hom e,” said the speak­ 
e r as she showed the w ide band 
of silver on her left arm.

"Tibetans call America the lar d 
of apple pies and bathtubs,” said 
th e speaker.

Literary Fellowship 


Award Winner 


Visits Village 


M aurine W hipple of St. George, 
U tah, Houghton Mifflin Literary 
Fellow ship aw ard w inner in 1938, 
was a guest at Cathedral City 
recently, according to Harrison 
L eusslcr of Palm Springs, pro­ 
p rieto r of The Desert Book Shop 
here and West Coast representa­ 
tive 
for the Houghton 
Mifflin 
publishing house. 
Miss W hipple won the Hough­ 
ton Mifflin prize in 1938 for the 
o utline she subm itted of the book 
she 
proposed 
to 
w rite 
called 
“G ian t Joshua,” the warm and 
intim ate story of a Mormon w o­ 
man. 
She was staying 
at C a­ 
thedral City near here w hile com­ 
pleting her story. 
According to 
Mr. Leusslcr, M aurine W hipple is 
a talented woman w riter w ith a 
future. 
T he Houghton Mifflin literary 
fellow ship plan, inaugurated in 
1935, has been widely acclaimed 
as th e most original publishing 
idea in many years. 
U nestab­ 
lished w riters have been offered 
concrete assistance at the point 
in th eir careers when they need 
it m ost. 
Here is a beginning, at 
least, tow ard bridging the gap be­ 
tw een 
literary 
aspiration 
and 
cash returns. 
H as the experim ent worked? 
A fter five years' trial, the re­ 
sults speak for themselves.

ing th e first three years, accord­ 
ing to one critic, “the Houghton 
Miffllin Fellowships have intro­ 
duced five first rate novelists to 
thi literary world."

In m ak­ 
ing appjlication for a fellowship, 
a candidate will be expected to 
subm it exam ples of past work, 
published or unpublished, as well 
as definite plans for the propect 
for w hich the aw ard is asked, in­ 
cluding a detailed synopsis or a 
tentative table of contents with

posed treatm ent, and letters from 
at least two responsible persons

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MODERN ART INFESTS PALM SPRINGS 


(by W. CHARLES TANNER) 
All broken out with modern art like a des­ 
ert rat with a rash, in the picturesque Plaza, 
to the left under the arcade you will find genial 
M r. Spencer Kellogg in the midst of a lurid ar­ 
ray of grotesques gathered up by him after the 
lot of them had been ejected from the galleries 
of Laguna Beach. Here, in a psychopathic ward 
Mr. Kellogg has established in the quarters fo r­ 
merly occupied by the Desert Museum, he has 
gathered together a dozen or so canvasses and 
a bit of modeling for our edification and amuse­ 
ment, where we may sit and wonder in be­ 
wilderment, gape in amazement, curse a little, 
or laugh ourselves sick as we feel disposed. 
I had long hoped that Palm Springs might 
find an art patron who would contribute to 
making it a center of art interest. And now, 
is my face red as that patron would turn out 
to be a Modernist, One might think that ar­ 
tists make a place on art center. But is that 
really true? I find that most art thrives where 
there are patrons. In all the history of art, it has 
thriven when and where peace and plenty have 
given patrons surplusses with which to pat­ 
ronize art and cultivate a love of the beautiful 
while art has languished during periods of de­ 
pression and war. 
At any rate, here we are, with a “chamber 
of horrors” (if you persist in looking at these 
works seriously), or a laughing gallery, if you 
prefer to be amused, right in the midst of our 
town. 
Laugh as you may though, and as incredible 
as it may seem, there really is somewhat of a 
rational basis for these seeming m anifesta­ 
tions of neuroses. 
While a student in Paris where one may see 
this sort of thing daily, I found very few of 
these aberationists who had any semblance of 
a fundamental philosophy or even the vaguest 
kind of a rational explanation of their objects; 
but despite that, the movement in general is a 
reaction against Impressionism without a re­ 
version to the old Renaissance conventions. 
Most of these painters strive to get a new 
start by affecting the primitive and the naive, 
striving for the innocent eye unrestrained by 
accepted standards, from which, it has been 
hoped, they might attain to some higher, freer 
state of art expression. 
One fundamental difficulty would seem to 
be that such naivete is an affectation; not a 
natural, spontaneous expression. Such a state 
can be sincere in this day to savages, children 
and morons, only. To a normal modern adult 
such a state is a mere pretense, a false pose of 
a jesting sophisticate. 
Some of the more lucid modernists decry 
traditional art as being imitative and extol 
the new a rt as creative, a subjective product 
of the mind and not a reproduction of ephem­ 
eral appearances in the objective world. This 
sounds very profound and metaphysical, but 
Oh, how appalling the results on canvass to be 
looked at. 
Let me die with delusions of grandure, for 
th a t is at least a happy state, but spare me in 
my last days from depressive derangement in­ 
duced by some of these modern effusions. Only 
aughter may we find refuge in these mod­ 
ern days. 
I am quite confident that the kindly soul, 
M r. Spencer Kellogg, is getting a lot of fun out 
of it and th at he can take a little ribbing along 
w ith it.

THROUGH ADVERTISING EXPLAINS 


LIONS CLUB SPEAKER HERE 


Asserting that advertising has played a major role in the develop­ 
m ent of this country, that it has low ered the price of goods to the 
consumer, that it has raised the standard of living of the people 
and that mass selling through advertising has m ade possible mass 
production, Frank McKellar, general sales m anager for the Los A n­ 
geles Down Town Shopping News and form er president of the Los 
Angeles Advertising Club, delivered a very educational address on 
advertising at a m eeting of the Palm Springs Lions Club at The 
D esert Inn Thursday noon. 
FORMER VILLAGER 
« 
M cKellar started his interesting 
talk by informing the Lions that 
he first visited Palm Springs in 
1905, and that the first school 
he ever attended was in 
Palm 
Springs. He stated that his father 
came here in 1890 for his health 
and that his grandfather 
also 
owned land here m any years ago. 
The speaker stated that mostly 
Indians lived here in 1905 and 
th at the school w as a little one- 
room shack. He said that retu rn ­ 
ing to Palm Springs to address 
the Lions Club here was 
like 
“old home week” to him. 
Advertising Sells 
M cKellar stated that business 
is a three-legged stool, the three 
legs 
being 
finance, 
production 
and selling. A dvertising is con­ 
cerned with the selling end of 
business. 
Advertising helps to determ ine 
w hat people think, and thus es­ 
tablishes fashions, asserted Mc­ 
K ellar. It creates a desire in a 
person’s mind for the product. It 
moves goods to people at the 
low est possible cost per unit. 
M cKellar explained that goods 
would not be cheaper w ithout a d ­ 
vertising. 
A dvertising 
through 
mass selling m akes possible mass 
production; and goods made in 
m ass production sells for 
less. 
Thus 
advertising 
actually 
has 
lowered prices, he asserted. He 
pointed out that a m ake of car 
th at sold for $2000 in 1919 sells 
for $600 in 1940—m ade possible 
by mass selling and mass pro­ 
duction. A certain radio sold for 
$150 in 1929, the sam e model now 
sells for $40. The sam e thing has 
happened to electric refrigerators 
and m any other articles, he stat­ 
ed. Luxuries of 20 years ago are 
now necessities, he asserted, all 
because advertising has created 
the demand. 
Creates Demand 
A dvertising has thus raised the 
standard of living of this country, 
he explained. By creating new 
dem ands advertising has created 
new industries and thus 
n e w 
w ealth. 
W hen preparing our advertis­ 
ing, we should have the o t h e r 
m an’s viewpoint, according to the 
speaker. O ur advertising should 
explain “WHAT GOOD” is the 
product, not w hat it is good for. 
It should create a desire in the 
public’s mind for the product. “It 
is ideas, good ideas, that m ake 
advertising click,” he 
asserted. 
A dvertising should contain much 
factual 
data 
concerning 
t h e 
goods. 
A dvertising moves su r­ 
plus goods, he asserted. 
Small Cost P er Unit 
The speaker pointed out that 
because it results in mass sell­ 
ing advertising does not raise the 
price of goods. 
W hen there is 
m ass production, the cost per in­ 
dividual unit for the advertising 
is very small. Thus w hen a p er­ 
son buys a dozen oranges he is 
paying 4/10 of a cent for adver­ 
tising. One brand of soup spends 
36/1000 of a cent per can for ad­ 
vertising. One large soap m anu­ 
facturer spends 1/6 cent per bar 
for advertising. 
Mr. M cKellar explained 
how 
advertising is the very cheapest 


way of moving m ore goods to the 
consumer. 
• F rank M cK ellar is a recognized 
authority in the field of adver­ 
tising.

To Get in Jail 


Elhue 
“C hick” 
Perkins, 
25- 
year-old Oklahoma Negro, found 
it a difficult job to “crash” the 
Palm Springs jail; b u t 
finally, 
after several attem pts, he at last 
got himself locked up last Sun­ 
day, Feb. 4. 
Perkins, a w aiter by trade, has 
been arrested three tim es in Palm 
Springs: once on Jan. 1, 1939, for 
being drunk; again on April 7, 
1939; and last Sunday he was a r ­ 
rested for the same offence. 
W hen arrested here previously, 
Perkins had been "floated" out of 
town upon his promise to leave 
Palm Springs and rem ain away. 
However, prom ise or no promise, 
he landed back in the village on 
Feb. 3. Immediately he got drunk, 
and his wife gave him money to 
get ou t of town, police assert. 
Before 
returning 
to 
Palm 
Springs, Perkins had broken his 
jaw in Tucson, Arizona, and was 
in 
need 
of 
medical 
attention 
w'hen he arrived here last w eek­ 
end. Knowing that he would get 
medical attention if h e could get 
in jail, Perkins phoned the police 
that he was in front o f the Palm 
Springs Theatre and asked them 
to come and arrest him. To his 
disappointm ent, however, the po­ 
lice picked him up and took him 
to Garnet, telling him to “get.” 
Perkins, refusing to give up. re ­ 
turned to Palm Springs again 
and began w alking along North 
Palm Canyon Drive in full view 
of any officer that should chance 
that way.

Probation System 


Is Defended by 


County Official 
In defense of the parole system. 
County Probation Officer C. W. 
Mathews on Tuesday told t h e 
Palm Springs Masonic Club that 
the state of California is collect­ 
ing more money annually from 
probationers than it costs to 
maintain the two state peniten­ 
tiaries. and that there are more 
men out on probation on felony 
charges in California than there 
are in San Quentin and Folsom, 
two of the largest prisons in the 
world. 
For more than 30 years Mr. 
Mathews has had charge of the 
juvenile court cases in Riverside 
county, and to these duties was 
added the adult probation work. 
Any order made in the juvenile 
court is not a criminal conviction, 
he said, and therefore the stigma 
of being convicted of a crime does 
not fall on the juveniles. “'What 
we do to or for the juveniles 
makes a heap of difference,” he 
said."It has been proven that pre­ 
ventive measures can be applied 
with success, said the speaker. 
• Eighteen billions of dollars are 
spent in this country to handle 
the crime situation. Nearly all of 
¡this is spent for the apprehen- 
ision, conviction and punishment 
i of criminals, but very little is 
spent to prevent crime.” 
The peak age of crime is 19, 
■he said, and there are 
153,534 
boys between the ages of 16 and 
25 in the penitentiaries of the na­ 
tion. There are constantly more 
than 500,000 men and boys in the 
jails of the country, more than 
the nation’s standing army. 
The speaker stressed the fine 
work being done by the B oy 
Scouts of America in keeping 
boys morally straight, physically 
strong and mentally awake, and 
is one of the greatest crime pre- 
ventatives in the country. 
Mr. Mathews was one of the 
few American Masons, who is a 
member of a foreign lodge, to at­ 
tend the local Masonic Club. He 
is a member of the Masonic lodge 
at Donemana, County Tyrone, 
Ireland, and went to Ireland 
many years ago to join the lodge 
there because his father, grand­ 
father. uncles, and other ances­ 
tors had been a member of that 
lodge which was 
established 
more than 500 years ago. His par­ 
ents came to America when they 
were quite, young and Mr. Math­ 
ews himself was a pioneer of Wis­ 
consin. where he was born.

City May Clean Filthy Lots 


And Charge Same to Owner 
In the light of what took place at a meeting of the city council 
held Wednesday night of this week. Palm Springs is soon to have a 
trash and rubbish abatement ordinance, which would make it possi­ 
ble (when necessary) for the city to clean filthy vacant lots and other 
private property and to charge for performing such service on the 
owner's tax bill from the county. 
The title of the proposed ordin-^ 
ance is as follows: "An Ordinance 
of the City of Palm Springs Pro­ 
viding for the Declaration of Rub­ 
bish and Dangerous or Unhealthy 
Materials Upon the Streets. Side­ 
walks, Parkings, Alleys, Lots, 
Lands and Property Within the 
City to Constitute Public Nuis­ 
ances, and Providing for a Lien 
Upon Property Upon Which the 
Nuisance Exists, and for th e 
Costs of Abating and Removing 
Such Nuisances.” The ordinance 
was introduced Wednesday. 
Trash Public Nuisance 
According to this ordinance "all 
rubbish or other materials which 
may endanger or injure neighbor­ 
ing property or the health or 
welfare of residents of the vicin­ 
ity, upon the streets, parkings, 
alleys, sidewalks, lots, lands or 
property within the city may be 
declared to be a public nuisance 
by the-city council, and thereaft­ 
er abated and removed.” 
The proposed ordinance pro­ 
vides that the city council by 
resolution may declare such un­ 
sightly property to be a public 
nuisance. After the passage of 
such a resolution, the city super­ 
intendent of streets would then 
' be required to post the property 
where the public nuisance exists. 
Post Notice 
The notice posted on the prop­ 
erty warns that the public nuis­ 
ance "must be abated by the re­ 
moval of said rubbish or other 
materials, otherwise they will be 
removed and the nuisance will be 
abated by the municipal author­ 
ities, in which case the cost of 
such removal and abatement 
shall be assessed upon the lots, 
lands and properties from which 
or alongside which the said rub­ 
bish or materials “are removed.” 
At the time stated in the no­ 
tices posted on filthy property, 
the city council will hear and 
consider all objections or pro­ 
tests, if any, to the proposed re­ 
moval of rubbish or other trash 
from the property in question. At 
the conclusion of the hearing the 
council will allow or overrule any 
or all objections. 
City Will Clean 
After final action has been tak­ 
en by the city council, the coun­ 
cil can then instruct the super­ 
intendent of streets to enter upon 
the private property and remove 
the objectionable trash. The prop­ 
erty owner may remove the trash 
himself prior to the arrival on 
the premises of the superintend­ 
ent of streets, however.

If that car is 
not a C hevrolet, he has no means 
of knowing th a t its shifting mech­ 
anism, outw ardly fore or less like 
C hevrolet's, is not the same at 
all.” 
C hevrolet's vacuum power shift 
enables the driver to change gears 
with a fraction of the effort, and 
a fraction of the lever movement, 
required on other cars, it was 
pointed out by Mr. Moss. It does 
this by harnessing the vacuum 
power created by the running of 
the engine m ultiplying this pow­ 
er by m eans of a simple system 
of levers, and transm itting it to 
the shifting mechanism proper. 
Fingertip guidance of the control 
arm accom plishes the shift at the 
cost of negligible effort or mo­ 
tion on the operator's part. 
The pow er employed to do this 
w ork is derived from the same 
source as th a t which runs w ind­ 
shield w ipers, 
defrosting 
fans, 
and other devices of that sort. It 
is available w henever the engine 
is running. 
It was also pointed out by Mr. 
Moss, th at eighty per cent of the 
effort required to change gears 
has been taken over by the vac­ 
uum mechanism . For that rea­ 
son, the control arm on the steer­ 
ing colum n has been designed 
so th at its tip is w ithin 
e a s y 
reach of th e fingers, w ith the 
hand in norm al driving position 
on the w heel. The arm is called 
on to transm it only a sm all frac­ 
tion of the effort which the steer­ 
ing colum n lever, on cars not so 
equipped, has to transm it. For a 
related reason, it was pointed out, 
in shifting from one gear to an­ 
other th e handle moves through 
an arc of only 414 inches, as com­ 
pared w ith 7 xh. to 10 3/8 inches 
on cars w here the w hole shifting 
job is done by hand.
